Upon reconsideration, the Examiner now agrees that Applicant's argument 
"Orologio fals to teach anything regarding perforations" is persuasive. In particular, it is 
noted that Orologio's bubble-pack invention is directed to be used as a underground 
moisture barrier (column 1, lines 13-22). As such, perforating the bubble-pack in the 
land area for moisture permeation is neither taught nor suggested by Orologio.
